Infamy of Mr. Bower's Perſecutors., You are 
no Stranger to my late unhappy Acquaintancg 
and Connexions with the Jeſuits, nor my Rea- 
ſons. for the great Diſlike I have to them;

of their Principles and Practices, more than the 
following Facts, which have come to my own 
Knowlege in this Diſpute. _ 

Some little Time before Sir { "UM Beding- 
feld's Advertiſement in February 1756; vix. 
if Mr, Bower would make Affidavit, that the 
Six Letters ſhewn by him were not of his own 
Hand-Writing, &c. Sc. Sc. Mr. Kingſley, a 
Jeſuit, and my late Confeſſor, and one of the 
chief Agents in carrying on the Perſecution 
againſt Mr. Bower, came to. my Houſe, and 
ſaid, That as we had, a long Time back, ſome 
Canverſation about Mr. Ry making bis Ad- 
dreſſes to Mrs. Arnold, my late Siſter, at Bath, 
he apprehended 1 muſt have ſome Letters of 
Correſpondence between them by me, and ſome 
of them in Mr. Bower's Hand-Writing. 4 
told him, I never had any Letters of Mr. 
Bowers Writing in my Poſſeſſion. He then 
deſired me to look out all the Letters I had by 
me of my Siſter's Writing, and give him a 
Sight of them, that he might ſee if ſhe had 
made any mention of Mr, Bower in them; and 
that he would call the next Evening. The Let- 
ters were got. together accordingly, and he 
came the next Evening and peruſed them; in 
which no mention is mage of Mr. Bower, or 
the Courtſhip. The next Day, or the Day 

C 2 after, 
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after, he came to me again; and faid, Sir 
Henry Beding feld begged his Compliments to 
me, and deſired to have the Reading of the 
aforefaid Letters at Six o Clock that Evening, 
at his Lodging in Piccadilly. I waited on Sir 
Henry Beding fei accordingly, with the ſame 
Letters I had ſhown to Mir. King fley. When 
I entered the Room, Sir Hen ry Beding feld de- 
manded of me, If the Late I had brought 
were in Mr. Bower s own Hand-Writing?

Soon after this, Mr. King fley came to me, 
and defired me to go to Mrs. Whitt4ng fall, late 
Partner to my Siſter, who lives now in Town, 
do intercede with her for one of Me. Bower's 
Letters to my Siſter or herſelf, or a Receipt af 
his, if there had been any Dealings between 
them, or any of his Writing on any Subject 
whatever, To oblige him, I'went, but 1 did 
not ſucceed. Mrs. Whitting tall aſſuring me, 
that ſhe had no ſuch Letters or Writing from 
Mr. Bower; and that ſhe had burnt all my 

| Siſter's 
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Siſter s Letters and Papers of no Conſequence 
by ber Deſire; a little before, or ſoon after her 
Death. Mr. King fley was. 10; impatient to 
know the Event-of this Meſſage, that he waited 
at a Wax-chandler's Shop oppoſite to Charing 
Croſs, and near Mrs. Whiting /ftall's Lodging, 
to have my Anſwer, But when J told him my 


bad Succeſs, he ſeemed greatly difapppinted, 


and perplexed ;./and would have had me. gone 
again to preſs her more earneſtly, but I declined 
it: He would alſo have ſent me to other Places, 
83 but I would not go. A little time after this, 
he came again to my Houſe, and told me with 
great Joy, he had at laſt procured ſome of Mr.

I am ready to confeſs to any one all I did ſay, 
which was much more. than I ought to have 
ſaid,'I make no Sort of Doubt; for our Zeal. 
roſe in Proportion as the Bowl emptied, and. 
Scandal and Detraction triumphed without 
Controul, However, this Story of my Siſter, 
thus come at, was carefully hoarded up to be 
brought forth at a proper Time, to increaſe. 
the Load of Scandal then accumulating in Pre- 
Jjudice of Mr. Bower, But notwithſtanding 1 
had Sir Henry Beding feld's Word and Honour, 
he would never ſay any thing about my Siſter's 
Affairs, as well as Mr. King ſley's repeated Aſ- 
ſurances it never ſhould go any farther for 
him, Mr. Douglas came to my Houſe the, 
22d Day of November 1756, and finding me 
at home, he took a Letter out of his Pocket, 
which he ſaid he had received from Sir Henry 
Beding feld, who preſented his Compliments to 
me, and defired I would hear him (Mr. Daug- 
las) read how he had ſtated the Caſe of my 
Siſter and Mr. Bower's Correſpondence, with a 
View to make it public if I approved of it.

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found Secret. Nor had 1 heard one Word 
more of this Affair from the latter End of Ja- 
nuary, or the Beginning of February, to this 
Day. However, Mr. Douglas read his Paper 
to me, which was worked up with all the 
virulent Energy of that great Author; and 
Mr. Bawer appeared in his Account, actually 

the Murderer of my Siſter. As ſoon as he had 
done, I gave him my Thoughts upon it, by 
telling him, that I did not deny but I had 
mentioned that Affair to Mr. K:ng/ley ; but 
that I could by no means agree to his Manner 
of relating it, nor to its being made public at all;

a Charge was nothing more than hearſay 
Evidence, from the Tattle of a Servant-Maid, 
who perhaps would deny it if ſhe was living. 
For theſe Reaſons, and many others, I deſired 
he would not depend on me to atteſt his Paper, 
as he might ſee plain enough in Juſtice I could 
not. I added, when I told this Story to Mr. 
King ſiey, I never entertained the leaſt Thought I 
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ſhould ever hear of it again, much more be de- 
fired to aſcertain it publickly. Mr. Douglas then 
very obligingly deſired me to be eaſy, and aſ- 
ſured me, as I did not approve of it, it ſhould not 
be taken any Notice of ; and preſſed me very 
much to appoint ſome Evening that Week to 
take a Glaſs with him at his Houſe, with a 
Friend or two, when we were to talk this 
Matter oravely over again, and I was to let 
him know what were my farther Objections to 
having it made publick. I would have excuſed 
myſelf from win on him, but he was ſo 
very urgent, I appointed the Sunday Evening 
following. He was no ſooner gone, than 1 
reflected ſeriouſly on the Nature of his Errand, 
and determined within myſelf not to go near 
him. I wrote the following Letter to ſend at 
the appointed Time, which was ſent accord- 
ingly DF my Servant,

The Mur ſday Evening bete this Letter 
was ſent, I met Mr. King fley, the good Je- 
ſuit, to whom 1 firſt. told this Story of m 
Siſter, in Riders Court, Cranborn Alley, He 
would have paſſed me, pretending he did not 
Tee me; but I ſtopped him, and told him 
what had paſſed between Mr. Douglas and 
me; and that IT could by no means be an Evi- 
dence for Mr. Douglas in this Cauſe, neither 
could I ſuffer it to be publiſhed on my Autho- 
rity, He replied, after pauſing a little, Why, 
I don't know well what to ſay to it: I am 
afraid all this will rather harden Bower, than 
— him any good: I wiſh we had never begun 

But as to Bower, you may be aſſured it is 
— over with him; he is down, never to 
riſe any more; his Word will never be taken 
again for any-thing; ; fo that you have nothin 
to fear from him if you ſuffer the Story of 
your Siſter to be inſerted. I begged him to 
call on me, that I might talk with him more 
at large. He came accordingly the Saturda 
Evening following, when I ſhewed him the 
Letter I had wrote to fend to Mr. Douglas, 


and 
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and at the ſame time proteſted againſt any 
Publication of the Story I had told him con- 
cerning my Siſter and Mr. Bower ; and charged 
him with having aſſured me, many times, 
that nothing ſhould be ſaid about it. He very 
much approved of my Letter, as a very proper 
one. He ſaid he was quite of my Opinion. 
He commended my Conduct, for excuſing 
myſelf from going to his Houſe: And would 
have me add in my Letter, that I thought the 
Whole was a very unchriſtian Proceeding, and 
what I condemned in my own Heart, as a 
conſcientious Man ought.' This, Sir, is the 
Subſtance of what paſted between us about 
that Part of the Charge againſt Mr. Bower, in 
the Pull Confutation. 5930 - ; 

I am come now to the laſt, and I think the 
moſt material Fact that can be offered, to 
prove that this whole Perſecution againſt Mr, 
Bower was the Scheme of the Jeſuits to an- 
ſwer the good Purpoſes before hinted at. On 
the 26th of January, in this preſent Year, 
Mr. Wheeble, a Jeſuit, whom I had always 
the Honour to be intimately acquainted with, 
ever ſince I knew any-thing of Popery, came 
.to my Houſe, about Six or Seven o'Clock in 
the Evening, with that eminent - Jeſuit, and 
great Leader of the Catholic Party, Mr. Ba- 
ker. When I entered the Room, Mr. Hheeble 
introduced me to Mr. Baker with great Cere- 
mony, as to a Man of the laſt Conſequence. 
When this Part of the Interview was over, Mr. 
Baker aſked me, if I and my Family were 
; Catholics, 
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Catholics, I anſwered him, we were. He re- 
plied, I thank God: And then began to aſk 
me if I knew Mr, Bower. I told him I did 
not, nor had I ever ſeen him in my Life. 
But, Sir, ſaid he, you know there was a Court- 
ſhip between him and your Siſter ; I beg to 
know all you can tell me about that Affair, 
and if you think the Diſappointment ſhe met 
with, in not marrying Mr. Bower, was not the 
Otcafion of her Death. I told Mr, Baker, 
as I had told Mr. Douglas, that I had heard | 
Mr, Bower had made an Offer of that Sort to 
my Siſter ; but that I had no Proof, any more 
than Hearſay: That I knew ſhe had many and 
grievous Troubles in her temporal Affairs, 
and had been many Years teazed with a 
Law-Suit of great Conſequence to her: And 
that ſne had met with nothing but Croſſes and 
Diſappointments all her Life, and conſequently 
long before the knew Mr. Bower: And that 
it was unlikely any Man ſhould marry a Woman 
fo circumſtanced; that ſhe herſelf could hardly 
expect it. So that it was impoſſible for me 
to determine which of her Troubles was the 
, greateſt, or whether Trouble, rather than any 
ether Diſeaſe, was the Occaſion of her Death; 
as I did not hear ſhe was ill, till I had, at the 
ſame time, an Account of her Death, which 
was fent me by her Partner, and which Ac- 
count I have ſtill by me. That I knew very 
well ſhe never was a Perſon of a ſound ſtrong 
Conſtitution from her Youth up. I added, I 
had eur. lived at a great Diſtance from my 
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Siſter, ſo that I had no Proof to ſupport the 
Story I had told, in Writing, or by Word of 
Mouth from herſelf; and whatever I might 
be told by another, or whatever I might think, 
it was not ſufficient Evidence to charge Mr. 
Bower, in ſo public a Manner, with murder. 
Ing her, as Mr. D-----s would have me to do, 
Beſides, I ſaid, I think, Mr. Baker, you ſhould 
be very cautious how yau publiſh any more 
Accuſations againſt Mr. Bower, when you. 
have been fairly detected by him in many 
Points of publiſhing mare already than you 
have good Grounds for, particularly that of 
Dr. Aſpinwa/'s dying a Roman Catholic: And 
the very Letters which you.

He 
ſighed very deeply, on my rehearfing theſe 
Things, and, with, great ſeeming Sorrow and Con- 
fuſion, replied, I am very ſorry we ever began 
this Controverſy with Mr. Bower; we have, 
I confeſs, ſaid a great deal too much, and a great 
deal more than we can prove: I wiſh we could 
drop it, and go no further; but we have be- 
gun, and don't know how to end; and God 
knows what will be the Conſequence. But 
though we cannot find the Woman and her 
Child (putting his Hand upon his Breaſt, in a 
very folemn Manner), Mr. Arnold, ſaid he, 
Mr. Bower is the greateſt Villain upon the 
Face of the Earth: Upon my Conſcience he 
did tell me, ſome Years ago (I think he ſaid

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Eleven), that he was concerned with ſuch a 
Woman, and had ſuch a Child. I own all 
you ſay, in reference to your Siſter, ſeems 
very juſt and true. 1 beg you would go again 
to Sir Henry Beding feld, and ſay to him what 
you have now ſaid to me concerning your 
Siſter.

Thus, my good Friend, have I truly and 
faithfully laid before you the real Sentiments 
of the Jeſuits themſelves, when they are at- 
tacked privately, about this Perſecution raiſed.
